Gotcha, Hubble 

Astronauts grab telescope, start multi-day repair mission

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. Atlantis’ astronauts 
reached out and grabbed the Hubble Space 
Telescope on Wednesday, setting the stage for 
five days of treacherous spacewalking repairs 
in a lofty orbit littered with space junk. 

“It’s great to be back with the telescope,” 
replied Mission Control. 

Robot arm operator Megan McArthur 
used the 50 -foot boom to seize the school 
bus-sized telescope as the two spacecraft 
sailed 350 miles above Australia. 

Hubble’s unusually high orbit is strewn 
with smashed satellite pieces and other 
debris that could pierce the shuttle or suit of 


a spacewalking astronaut. 

Beginning Thursday, two teams of space- 
walking astronauts— two men per team- 
will take turns venturing outside to replace 
the 19 -year-old Hubble’s batteries and 
gyroscopes, and an old camera and point- 
ing mechanism. They also will install fresh 
thermal covers on the telescope and a new 
science data-control unit. 

This is the fifth and final flight to Hubble, 
costing NASA just over $1 billion. The space 
agency hopes to get another five to 10 years 
of dazzling views of the cosmos, with all the 
planned upgrades, which should leave the 
observatory more powerful than ever.

CHICAGO Craigslist is dropping its controversial 
“erotic services” category that critics have called 
a front for prostitution and replacing it with an 
adult category to be reviewed by employees, 
state attorneys general and the online classified 
ads site said Wednesday 

The new category, 
which will charge a fee, 
will be called “adult ser- 
vices,” Craigslist said in 
a statement. Craigslist 
said employees will 
monitor every post- 
ing before it appears 
online— a precaution 
the site has been criti- 
cized for refusing to 
take in the past. 

The agreement 
comes amid mounting 
pressure to remove 
the “erotic services” 
site, particularly after 
a Boston medical stu- 
dent was charged with killing a masseuse author- 
ities allege he met through Craigslist. It also 
comes two months after Cook County Sheriff 
Tom Dart filed a lawsuit alleging Craigslist not 
only allows the solicitation of prostitution but 
also had created what he called the “largest 
source of prostitution in America.” 

Illinois Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan and the 
attorneys general for Connecticut and Missouri 
met with Craigslist officials last week seeking 
an end to ads they contended promote illegal 
sexual activities. 

“The new balance struck today preserves a 
place for legal businesses to advertise, while 
incorporating important feedback from 
attorneys general, free speech advocates, law 
enforcement, Internet law experts, and millions 
of Americans that value and rely upon commu- 
nity services provided by Craigslist,” CEO Jim 
Buckmaster said in a statement. 

Madigan’s office and Craigslist said 
Wednesday that existing “erotic services” ads 
will expire in seven days. 

“Craigslist’s erotic services section had 
become nothing more than an Internet broth- 
el,” Madigan said.

Andrew Chronister will graduate from the 
University of Notre Dame this Sunday but the 
theology major from suburban La Grange will 
not be at his own commencement ceremony 
choosing instead to attend a prayer service for 
the unborn. 

“This president stands for many pro-abor- 
tion or pro-choice policies that are in direct 
conflict of my Catholic faith,” Chronister said. 
“Notre Dame has prepared me to live out my 
life as a Catholic, and this is one of those ways 
that I am doing that.” 

As President Obama prepares to speak at the 
school’s spring commencement— and receive 
an honorary doctorate from what many con- 
sider the cathedral of Catholic education— the 
debate remains robust on campus and well 
beyond whether such a prominent supporter 
of abortion rights and embryonic stem cell 
research should be welcomed. 

Meanwhile, Obama’s planned address Sunday 
will mark the second time that his appearance 
at a graduation ceremony has stirred up con- 
troversy 

On Wednesday night the president spoke at 
Arizona State University’s commencement but 
was not given an honorary degree, the honor 
typically extended to the speaker. University 
officials declined to give him the degree, saying 
he had not yet accomplished enough to deserve 
the honor— a decision mocked most visibly on 
Comedy Central’s “The Daily Show” Arizona 
State later backtracked and instead named a 
scholarship in honor of Obama. 

At Notre Dame, Chronister, 22, who plans 
to attend the prayer service with his parents, 
said he suspects between 20 and 50 of his fellow 
seniors also will boycott Obama’s appearance, 
which has triggered protests from students and 
others, brought condemnations from bishops 
and closed the checkbooks of some graduates. 

The debate has played out in curious ways 
under the iconic Golden Dome— and above. A 
small plane has been flown across South Bend 
in recent days, pulling behind it a banner dis- 
playing the remains of an aborted fetus. 

While the opponents have generated plenty 
of news coverage, many students and Catholics 
are supportive of the university’s decision, a 
point White House press secretary Robert

Gibbs sought to make earlier this week. “The 
vast majority of students and the majority of 
Catholics are supportive of the invitation the 
president accepted, and I know he’s greatly 
looking forward to it,” he said. 

Among those who voted, Catholics support- 
ed Obama over Sen. John McCain in the 2008 
election by a nine-point margin (54 percent to 45 
percent), exit polling showed. Obama captured 
66 percent of the vote among those under 30. 

On Sunday, protesters will register their dis- 
approval in numerous ways, ranging from ral- 
lies to prayer to graphic displays. The drama has 
been building ever since Obama’s acceptance of 
the invitation was announced in late March. 

As a candidate, Obama often talked about 
being able to “disagree without being disagree- 
able.” It is a theme he seems likely to reprise 
in his remarks to the graduates, including some 
who plan to remain silent as others applaud him 
inside the Joyce Center, the basketball arena 
that seats more than 11,000. 

The Notre Dame speech comes as the White 
House has started to bring together abortion- 
rights supporters and opponents to discuss 
proposals to reduce unwanted pregnancies and 
abortions. 

The meetings began about a month ago— 
shortly after the Notre Dame controversy 
erupted— and are expected to run a couple 
more months, with the goal of having a proposal 
by late summer. The White House is interested 
in ideas such as sex education, contraception 
and adoption. 


Members of the Class of 2009 are anticipat- 
ing a memorable speech, but they may also be 
forced to escort relatives and friends past abor- 
tion photos. 

ND Response, a student group that has orga- 
nized opposition to Obama’s appearance, has 


asked that “neither graphic images nor nega- 
tively worded signs” be brought onto campus. 
Still, some seniors worry the controversy will 
tarnish their day of accomplishment.

High temperatures, not heated protests, greeted 
President Obama at Arizona State University on 
Wednesday night. Temperatures that topped ioo 
degrees sent about 95 people among the estimat- 
ed 63,000 who attended to be treated for heat- 
related illness. 

Meanwhile, Obama used his first commence- 
ment address as president to challenge the 
graduating class to find new sources of energy, 
to improve failing schools, to question conven- 
tional wisdom and to never 
rely on past achievement. 

Obama began by poking 
fun at the controversy over 
the university’s decision 
not to give him an honorary 
degree, joking that it was a 
consequence of picking 
against Arizona State’s bas- 
ketball team in his NCAA 
bracket back in March. 

“In all seriousness,” he 
continued, “I come here 
not to dispute the suggestion that I haven’t 
yet achieved enough in my life. ... I come to 
embrace it ... there’s always more to do, more 
to learn, more to achieve. 

‘And I want to say to you today graduates, that 
despite having achieved a remarkable milestone 
... you, too, cannot rest on your laurels,” the pres- 
ident said, wearing a black gown with red embel- 
lishments. “Your body of work is yet to come.” 

The president spoke repeatedly of the need 
for “a fundamental change of perspective and 
attitude,” and he called on the 9,000 graduates 
to help. “We need your daring and your enthu- 
siasm and your energy,” he said. 

Obama closed with another nod to the hon- 
orary degree flap by telling the graduates to 
keep adding to their body of work. 

“I know starting your careers in troubled 
times is a challenge. But it is also a privilege,” he 
said. “Because it is moments like these that force 
us to try harder, to dig deeper, to discover gifts 
we never knew we had.” ap, tribune contributed.

Budget forces 
CTA to delay 
projects

The CTA will defer a huge chunk of preventive 
maintenance work on buses and trains and make 
other painful cuts to erase a projected $155 mil- 
lion shortfall in public funding this year. 

The decision, approved Wednesday by the 
transit agency's board, will not include service 
cuts or fare hikes this year, officials said. 

But CTA President Richard Rodriguez warned 
that “there are no guarantees” starting in 2010. 

The budget changes approved include mov- 
ing $128.6 million for preventive maintenance 
from the CTA capital budget to shore up the 
operating budget. 

Safety will not be compromised, officials said, 
but many capital programs will take a hit, includ- 
ing slowing down the acquisition of new buses 
and delaying rehab work on aging rail stations. 

In addition to the $155 million hole, CTA 
officials disclosed more red ink. 

A promised $56.1 million bailout from the 
Regional Transportation Authority to balance 
last year's CTA budget will have to be repaid, 
officials now say 

The $155 million in cuts approved Wednesday 
do not account for that additional deficit, rais- 
ing the total shortfall to almost $211 million. 


Blago shampoo: For

Chicago aldermen Wednesday voted 48-0 to ban baby bottles that contain the 
controversial chemical known as BPA. 

And Mayor Daley, who declined to take a position on the issue Tuesday, said 
Wednesday he would sign the ordinance. 

“They're concerned about the health” of infants, Daley said. 

But the mayor said he does not expect that city officials would have to enforce the 
ban. “It just sends a message out,” he said. “Companies are not going to violate it.” 

Industry officials have countered that there is no conclusive evidence that BPA 
is harmful. 

The ordinance bans the sale in Chicago of any empty food or drink container 
intended for use by children younger than 3 years old that contains bisphenol A, or 
BPA, amid growing concerns nationwide about the safety of the chemical additive. 

“We need to protect our children,” said Aid. Manny Flores (1st), a sponsor of 
the BPA ordinance. 

Aid. Ed Burke (14th) earlier had introduced a stronger version that would have 
banned the sale of any children's product with BPA, but changed it in the face of 
industry opposition. After the vote, Burke said he wanted the stronger version 
but felt the substitute was better positioned to get a majority of the aldermen 
behind it. 

In the past, Burke proposed a near-total ban on products containing artificial 
trans fats and called for a requirement that big fast-food restaurants prominently 
post nutritional information. Neither proposal was passed by the council. But 
Burke says his proposals create pressure on businesses to change their ways.

□ NEW ORLEANS Mayor Ray Nagin was 
elected seven years ago as a reform- 
minded business executive, and quickly won 
kudos for his efforts to modernize City Hall 
and clean up local government corruption. 
But lately, he’s been booed at the opera and 
belittled by bumper stickers. 

As he enters his final year in office still 
struggling to speed up the city’s recovery 
from Hurricane Katrina, Nagin finds himself 
largely unpopular and answering ethical ques- 
tions about vacations to Jamaica and Hawaii. 
Allegations that Nagin didn’t pay for at least 
part of the trips were raised in a lawsuit over 
his once highly touted city crime camera sys- 
tem, now known more for cost overruns than 
catching criminals. 

“It’s been cleverly portrayed as, ‘There’s 
something wrong here,’ and nobody’s been 


able to prove that yet,” Nagin recently told 
reporters. ‘And it further creates doubt about 
government and government officials, and ... 
I don’t know how to deal with it other than to 
try and get through it.” 

Nagin, who enjoyed an average approval 
rating of 6o percent during his first term, has 
seen his support fall to 24 percent in a poll by 
the University of New Orleans. 

A Web site, nagins-last-day.com, is devoted 
to the mayor’s departure in May 2010 — term 
limits prevent him from running again. And 
bumper stickers use the date with this kicker: 
“Proud to See Him Gone.” 

“He has very very little political capital, and 
everyone is in a holding pattern waiting for 
a successor,” said University of New Orleans 
political scientist Ed Chervenak, who heard 
the boos at the opera.

The Ducks are one of the hot-

Their eats: Some sequels bomb. (“Weekend 
at Bernie’s II,” anyone?) But a good sequel 
can outshine the original. (Ahem, “The 
Bourne Supremacy”) So which category 
does Wicker Park’s La Fonda del Gusto fall 
into? Though it’s been open little more than 
a week, this sequel to Taqueria y Restaurant 
el Gusto, which occupied the same space for more than a decade before 
closing in 2004, is already looking bigger, fancier and (dare we say?) better 
than its predecessor. Co-owners Lisa Lee (whose aunt owned Taqueria y 
Restaurant el Gusto) and her husband, Jose Palomino, have completely 
renovated and expanded the space. 

La Fonda del Gusto, which roughly translates to “a small place where you 
can eat with enthusiasm,” serves traditional staples such as tacos 

($2 each), tostadas ($2.75) tortas ($4.75) and huaraches 
($5.99), which are already a crowd pleaser. The 
menu will evolve over the next month or 
so, with traditional, rustic recipes that 
have been served up in small towns 
for the last two centuries join- 
ing the current lineup of 
more familiar Mexican 
favorites. For now, don’t 
miss the champurrado 
ice cream sandwich 
($5.99). Warm, cinna- 
mon-infused fudge 
cookies are filled with 
sweet corn ice cream 

m — and served atop lime creme 



anglaise— a little piece of heaven. 

Your drinks: La Fonda del Gusto is ready for the BYOB crowd, selling 
pina colada and margarita mixers by the glass ($2.99 each). Mojito mix and 
fresh mint leaves are available too, so you may want to snag an on-sale bot- 
tle of Leblon Brazilian rum ($25.99 through June 1; regularly $27.99) from 
the nearby Jewel-Osco (1341 N. Paulina St. 773-342-3410). If you’re sticking 
with margaritas, Hornitos Plata tequila also is on sale for $21.99 a bottle 
(regularly $24.99). Or get a bottle of each, call ahead to reserve La Fonda’s 
36 -seat private back room overlooking the well-manicured back lawn, and 
make it a party There is no corkage fee.

What’s it like traveling with a bunch of sweaty 
metal dudes? 

It’s great! It’s like traveling with family We’re 
so close, I think we could all get naked in a 
room together and nobody would care.

Metal is usually an incredibly bleak genre, 
but a lot of your new material is incredibly 
positive.

Kris Allen delivered a mini-upset on Wednesday, 
knocking out sentimental favorite Danny Gokey to 
move into the ‘American Idol” finals next week. 

But the 23-year-old Allen faces a juggernaut in 
the finale — front-runner and judges’ favorite Adam 
Lambert. The two square off at 7 p.m. Tuesday on Fox. 

Before announcing the latest voting results, host Ryan 
Seacrest revealed that, of the more than 88 million votes 
cast, fewer than 1 million separated Allen and Lambert. 

“None of us would have predicted this, guys,” judge 
Simon Cowell said after Gokey was dismissed and 
the final two revealed. 

Neither did I. In my opinion Allen did the best 
work Tuesday but Gokey wasn’t far behind. They 
both topped Lambert. But let’s face it: “Idol” has 
always been more of a popularity contest than a sing- 
ing competition. 

Still, Gokey had been popular all season, never 
once landing in the Bottom 3. So I wasn’t convinced 
Allen would overtake him. 

The 28 -year-old Gokey s tragic backstory— his wife 
was killed in a car accident a short time before he auditioned— and 
his friendly demeanor and goofy dancing seem to have endeared 
him to Middle America. But now he’s going home to Milwaukee. 

Allen has one more giant to topple before he can claim the 
“Idol” tide— and Cowell said he has a shot after his Tuesday per- 
formance of Kanye West’s “Heardess.” 

“Kris, your second song in particular made you a contender. 
You’re in with a real shot,” Cowell said, handicapping next week’s 
sing-off. ‘Adam, you know we’ve always liked you. 

“This could be what we call a big ding-dong next Tuesday night.” 

Uh, apparently that’s a good thing, as Cowell confirmed sec- 
onds later. 

If Allen repeats his surprising performances from this week, 
Lambert has some work to do.

Allen showed some versatility on Tuesday’s perfor- 
mance show, first delivering an OK-but-unoriginal 
cover of One Republic’s ‘Apologize,” which judges 
Randy Jackson and Kara DioGuardi picked for him. 

He scored huge points with the song he chose him- 
self. The cutie crooner from Conway, Ark., stole the 
song “Heartless” from West, changing it up with his 
guitar accompaniment and making a somewhat heavy 
song light. Randy Jackson said he liked it better than 
the original version. He definitely performed it better 
on the “Idol” stage than the Auto-Tuned, out-of-tune 
West, who sang it earlier in the season. 

In doing so, Allen took a cue from Lambert’s usual 
playbook, making the song his own and giving view- 
ers something they weren’t expecting. 

Lambert, on the other hand, forgot his usual 
tricks. Cowell chose his first song, “One” by U2. The 
27-year-old slowed down the moving song and used it 
to show off both the power and emotion in his voice. 
Yet it wasn’t the kind of stellar, unforgettable per- 
formance — like “Mad World” a few weeks ago — that 
fans have come to expect. 

For his second song, Lambert chose Aerosmith’s “Crying,” 
which fit right into his wheelhouse, for sure. But he failed to do 
what he’s done all season, which is to make the song distinctly 
his. And his trademark octave-spanning howl is wonderful, for 
sure— but not in every single song. 

Despite all that, the judges gave Lambert some love. 

“We’ll be seeing you next week and many years after that,” 
Paula Abdul said. 

I think Abdul’s probably right. This week’s results should put 
to rest any talk of whether America is ready for an ambiguously 
“theatrical” winner like Lambert. Clearly it is. 

Still, Lambert has to outperform Allen, or— ding-dong— he’s 
gone.
